Mr » Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I heg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  Services  of 
Barton  Urban  District  for  the  year  1950;-  , . 

The  data  based  on  figures  and  records  obtained  before  I 
became  Medical  Officer  of  Health'  to  your  Council,  show  that  in  the  main 
the  health  of  the  Area  has  been  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  birth  rate  again  showed  a slight  decrease  and  there  was 
no  appreciable  change  in  the  death  rate. 

It  Is  satisfactory  to  record  a still  further  decline  in  Infant 

Mortality.

The  Council's  Water  Supply  Is  obtained  from  boreholes  owned 
by  Penistone  Urban  District  Council  and  from  the  Barnsley  Corporation 
Reservoirs • Both  these  supplies  are  chlorinated  at  the  source  and 
delivered  to  us  by  piped  supply  at  ICirlcwood,  Penistone,  Higham  Common 
and  Staincross  Station.  During  the  year  these  supplies  have  been  very 
well  maintained  and  a very  good  supply  kept  throughout  the  district  to 
all  our  consumers «

PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND  HOUSING. 


Nuisances  and  Complaints. 

261  primary  visits  v/ere  made  Investigating  complaints  of 
nuisances.  579  nuisances  wore  found  affecting  361  premises 511  visits 
v/ere  subsequently  made  reD.ative  to  these  in  following  up  the  serving  of 
notices*  290  Informal  and  15  Statutor^r  notices  were  served  and  255  and 
13  respectively  of  these  and  last  yearns  outstanding  notices  v^rere 
abated* 

Infectious  Diseases  Prov ent  ion  of  Epidemics  o 

Upon  receipt  from  Divisional  Health  Office  of  notifications  of 
Infectious  disease  it  is  my  duty  to  visit  the  homes  of  the  patients^ 
ascertain  particulars  of  the  illness,  the  number  of  contacts  etc.,  and 
report  back  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health*  Where  practicable  the 
patient 'fs  bedroom  and  its  contents  are  disinfected  v/itb  formaldehyde  or 
patent  formalin  fumigators . 62  visits  were  made  relative  to  Infectious 

diseasGs  during  the  year  and  forty-two  houses  were  disinfected.  Free 
issues  of  liquid  disinfectant  are  made  to  ratepayers  who  apxxLy  for  somo 
from  various  depots  throughout  the  district*

There  are  35  Factories  in  the  area.  42  inspections  were  made, 
principo-lly  of  - the  lavatory  accommodation  provided  for  the  omployoes* 

Ono  complaint  of  a defect  found  was  recoivod  from  His  Majesty I's  Factory 
Inspector  which  was  speedily  dealt  with. 


Rodent  Control 4 

A now  Act,  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Posts  Act  1949  came 
Into  force  during  1950  whereupon  the  Council  engaged  a part^-time  Rodent 
Cpo3^ative  to  carry  out  the  duties  enforced  by  the  Act.  By  the  end  of 
the  year  1,009  visits  had  been  recorded  on  rodent  control  and  a summary 
of  the  v7ork  done  is  as  follows

Moveable  Dwellings. 

Pour  licences  wore  issued  to  caravan  dwellers  during  the  year. 
These  were  all  renewals,  three  of  which  wore  to  workers  on  open-cast  coal 
s Ites  • 

Filthy  and  Verminous  Dwellings. 

34  visits  were  made  to  eighteen  houses  classified  as  filthy 
and  ten  of  those  were  verminous.  The  Department  successfully  carried 
out  disinfestation  of  these  houses  by  the  use  of  liquid  and  powder  D*D.T. 
and  the  tenants  were  grateful  to  receive  our  assistance.  Many  house- 
holders have  Cuvailed  themselves  of  the  free  issues  of  powder  insecticide 
to  eradicate  beetles,  cockroaches  etc. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

Pour  smoke  observations  wore  taken  during  the  year.  No 
excessive  emission  of  smoke  was  recorded. 

The  nuisance  from  the  burning  spollbank  at  North  Gawbor 
Colliery  began  to  subside  upon  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  now  Scree 
Ing  and  Washing  plant.  By  the  end  of  the  year  it  covild  safely  be 
forecast  that  all  smoke  and  fume  nuisance  would  become  almost  abolished 
in  a matter  of  a few  months. 

In  February  throe  instruments  for  recording  atmospheric 
pollution  in  the  area  wore  supplied  by  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research  and  sited  at  the  Council  Offices.  The  readings 
obtained  from,  each  instrument  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  are  s-uinrnarlsed 
as  follov/s:-

Lead  Peroxide  Instrument. 


This  apparatus  records  the  amount  of  sulphurous  acids  prosent 
in  the  atmosphere.  Such  acids,  proportional  to  the  amount  of  coal  biomt 
in  the  area,  have  long  been  known  to  cause  decay  and  deterioration  of 
external  surfaces  of  buildings  and  the  following  table  shows  the 
seasonal  variations  of  such  emissions*  It  will  be  noticed  that  less 
acid  is  in  the  atmosphere  during  the  summer  months,  when  less  coal  is 
burnt  and  consequently  less  smoke  which  contains  sulphur  dioxide  is 
emitted  from  chimneys.

Water  Sampling, 

Jebb  Farm,  Haigh  v/ith  its  two  adjoining  cottages  are  not 
on  public  mains  but  are  supplied  v/ith  water  from  a hydraulic  ram, 
Brookhlll  Farm,  Kexborough,  receives  its  v^rater  by  gravitation  from  a 
small  underground  storage  reservoir  situate  in  a nearby  wood.  During 
the  year  both  those  supplies  were  found  to  be  polluted.  The  occupants 
of  the  premises  were  advised  to  boil  all  water  before  consuming,  and 
efforts  were  mxade  to  obtain  a pure  supply  by  tracing  the  cause  of 
pollution.  Repairs  to  the  main  food  pipe  and  cleans  jng  of  the  storage 
tank  were  effected  at  Jebb  Farm  and  eventually  a pure  supply  v/as  secured. 
The  underground  reservoir  serving  Brookhill  Farm  was  fitted  with  new 
access  doors  and  this  water  too  reached  a sufficient  degree  of  purity 
before  very  long.  Restrictions  were  lifted  and  sampling  continues  at 
regular  intervals  to  detect  further  pollution  should  it  arise* 

One  other  farm  at  Kexborough  uses  spring  water  for  the  dairy 
cows.  This  supply  has  been  tested  bacteriologlcally  and  is  free  from 
pollution. 


Cinemas , 


There*  are  two  cinema.s  in  the  area  and  both  have  been  visited 
during  the  year.  At  one  of  them  tv\^o  waterclosets  and  two  urinals  v/ere 
serving  566  patrons  which  I felt  was  inadequate.  In  consequene  the 
conditions  were  reported  to  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Council  for  any 
action  he  wished  to  take  with  the  Licensing  Authorities,  I was  later 
informed  that  the  Licensees  had  been  requested  to  provide  two  new  water- 
closets  for  females  one  new  waterclosct  and  a now  urinal  for  males.

and  it  is  my  pleasure  to  report  that  97  per  cent  of  the 
closets  in  the  district  are  now  on  the  v^rater-carrlage  system*  84  middens 
(wet  ashpits)  receive  the  contents  of  the  111  privies,  81  middens  were 
abolished  when  118  privies  were  converted  by  the  end  of  the  year.  The

Another  twelve  months  have  passed  and  still  no  guidance  is 
received  from  higher  authority  as  to  the  liability  of  ovmers  or  otherwise 
to  renew  defective  dustbins*  Apart  from  the  National  Coal  Board  no 
objections  have  been  received  from  ovmers  in  our  Area  disclaiming 
liability  and  the  system  which  has  been  in  operation  for  many  years 
remains  unaltered.  Our  method  is  to  invite  owners  to  purchase  dustbins 
from  the  Sanitary  Department  which  undertakes  to  number  the  bins  and 
deliver  them  to  the  premises  concerned  far  more  quickly  than  if  the  full 
legal  procedure  was  to  be  invoked* 

Cesspools , 


94  houses  in  the  area  are  served  by  69  cesspools.  An  attempt 
to  cleanse  each  cesspool  is  made  monthly  and  on  the  whole  this  has  been 
achieved  in  spite  of  breakdowns  with  the  cesspool  vehicle  and  staff 
shortages*  A survey  was  commenced  during  the  year  to  explore  the 
possibilities  of  providing  a new  sewer  to  serve  26  houses  in  Bar  Lane 
now  on  cesspools.  This  is  a grand  step  forward  and  will  save  its  cost 
over  and  over  again  in  a period  of  a few  years  •

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Central  Slaughtering  Scheme  # 

Rationed  meat  allocated  to  the  Barton  area  continues  to  he 
supplied  from  Barnsley  Abattoir  to  a centrally  situated  Allocation  Centre 
in  Barton.  All  meat  arriving  at  this  Centre  has  already  been  inspected 
and  all  I can  do  is  to  make  visits  from  time  to  time  to  enforce  clean 
methods  of  handling.  This  is  a difficult  m^atter  when  it  is  never  Icnown 
from  day  to  day  when  fresh  consignments  are  due.  I am  convinced  that 
many  butchers  would  themselves  prefer  to  dress  carcases  in  accordance  wxtlc. 
their  ovm  methods  and  type  of  trade  and  then  convey  the  meat  more 
hygienically  to  their  am  aaoxjs  j.n  their  ovm  vehicles.  Much  is  to  be  said 
in  favour  of  this  but  never  again  in  my  opinion  should  slaughtering  be 
revived  in  old  and  dilapidated  so~ca.lled  slaughterhouses  dotted  all  over 
the  countryside.  If  Government  controlled  slaughtering  every  did  come  to 
an  end  I v\[ould  urge  the  Coimcil  to  bo  ready  to  co-operate  with  all  our 
butchers  to  be  allowed  to  kill  their  own  stock  themselves  by  their  own 
methods  in  their  own  district,  but  only  in  suitable  approved  premises  so 
that  ideal  methods  of  inspection,  cooling,  handling  and  transporting  are 
thoroughly  practised. 

Retail  Meat  Shops . 

The  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  18  retail  meat  shops  of  the  Area 
continues  to  be  very  satisfactory.  Visits  are  now  made  regularly  to 
these  premises. 


Food  Preparing  Premises. 

39  visits  were  made  to  these  premises  v^here  sausages,  cooked 
and  preserved  foods  are  manufactured.  Following ' the  adoption  by  the 
Council  of  improved  standards  of  hygiene  in  1949,  eight  promises  are  now 
registered  as  having  complied  v;ith  these  requirements  and  those  laid 
dovm  in  the  Food  and  Brugs  Act,  1938ci 


Fried  Fish  Shops. 

In  June  1950  the  Council  adopted  improved  standards  for  fried 
fish  shops  and  124  visits  were  made  to  the  21  premises  in  the  district 
to  implement  these  standards.  By  the  end  of  the  year  v\fork  had  commenced 
in  the  majority  of  fish  shops  to  comply  with  these  requirements  and  three 
of  them  successfully  applied  for  registration.  Belaying  tactics  were 
adopted  by  the  proprietors  in  one  or  tv^^o  instances  to  v^fhom  it  had  to  be 
pointed  out  that  because  some  of  their  methods  had  been  pract ised ' f or 
tv/onty  years  or  so  they  could  not  be  tolerated  in  the  present  day, 

Vd. scellaneous  Food  Premises  • 

26  visits  were  made  to  the  nine  bakehouses  in  the  Area-.  Four 
visits  to  the  one  and  only  Tripe  Bresser  and  10  visits  to  miscellaneovis 
food  premises  were  made  during  the  year. 


Ice  Cream,. 


One  premise  is  registered  for  the  manufacture,  sale  and  storage 
of  ice  cream  and  is  visited  regularly.  Fourteen  promises  are  nov; 
registered  for  the  sale  and  storage  only  of  ice  cream. 

Sampling  is  now  regularly  undertaken  to  ascertain  that  clean 
methods  of  production  and  sale  are  practised  in  the  area.  The  following 
shows  the  results  of  samples  taken  during  the  year.

The  depalbtment  can  provide  v/ork  for  tv/o  bin  teams  of  five  men 
each^  one  cesspool  team  of  driver  and  laboiaror,  one  tipman  and  one  team 
of  two,  sometimes  three  men  to  empty  the  few  remaining  privies,  carry 
out  rodent  control,  convey  so  13.  to  tijos  a.nd  gene  redly  perform  odd  duties 
relative  to  public  cle abusing#  One  foreman  is  employed#

The  two  old,  seven  cubic  yard  refuse  vehicles  were  replaced 
during  the  year.  One  new  Dennis  e.rrived  in  March  and  another  of  the  same 
make  and  capacity  arrived  in  October,  For  cesspools  a 500  gallon  tank 
vehicle  is  employed  and  for  middens,  odd  .jobs  etc#  a Scammel  mechanical 
horse  is  used#  A horse  and  cart  with  driver  is  placed  at  our  disposal 
by  the  Hlghv/ays  Department  one  half  doy  per  fortnight  to  cleanse  the 
four  remaining  privy  mxiddens  which  are  inaccessible  to  the  motor  vehicles 

The  total  mileage  done  by  the  motor  vehicles  was  21,718  and 
the  total  petrol  consumption  was  3,229s-  gallons# 


De-oots  • 


Two  depots  are  used,  one  in  Barugh  where  the  vehicles  are 
garaged  and  one  in  Darton  which  contains  a mess room,  a foreman's  office, 
a storeroom  and  a paper  baling  shed#  It  would  bo  far  better  in  my 
opinion  if  a Council  owned  central  depot  could  be  provided  for  all 
departments  to  garage  all  the  Council's  vehicles,  house  all  stores  and 
equipment  and  ‘be  under  the  charge  of  one  central  staff# 

Defuse  Tips. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  on.  three  main  tips  at  Dayhouse,  Darton 
Main  and  Blacker#  Tipping  is  the  only  suitable  method  in  this  district 
and  every  attempt  is  made  to  dispose  of  the  refuse  by  nuisanco'-free 
methods.  Precautions  are  also  taken  against  the  outbreak  of  fires  and 
the  infestation  of  vermin# 


Frequency  of  Collection  of  Refuse « 

Throughout  the  year  the  departm_ont  has  maintained  a v\^eclcLy 
collection  of  bins,  a monthly  cleansing  of  privy  middens  a^nd  a monthly 
emptying  of  cesspools.  A now  system  is  applied  to  overcome  the 
inevitable  interruption  of  these  services  during  holidays  and  this 
method  has  proved  very  satisfactory  indeed# 


Hours  v7orkc_d# 

The  staff  normally  works  a 44  hour,  5 day  week  but  for  six 
weeks  before  and  after  Christmas  it  is  found  necessary  to  revert  back  to 
a 5h  day  week  due  to  the  reduced  number  of  hours  of  daylight  during  this 

period*

In  November  the  Council  decided  to  re-coinmence  the  collection 
of  Salvage*  The  last  two  months  of  the  year  were  spent  in  re-organising 
and  advertising  the  new  campaign  which  began  in  January^  1951* 


Conclus ion. 


Except  for  the  abolition  of  118  privies  (over  twice  as  iimny 
as  last  year)  1950  was  not  particularly  outstanding  for  any  su-bstantial 
new  improvements  but  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  department  at  last 
shows  signs  of  settling  down  to  good,  steady  routine  work*  Now  that 
definite  standards  of  h^^giene  have  been  fixed  for  ice  cream  premises, 
food  preparing  premises  and  fried  fish  shops,  I intend  to  maintain  this 
high  level  by  regular  inspections*  I ha,ve  strictly  adhered  to  the 
monthly  duties  of  forwarding  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  ice  cream 
samples  to  be  tested  for  cleanliness,  raw  milk  to  be  tested  for  the 
presence  of  tuberculosis  and  designated  milks  to  be  tested  for  efficiency 
of  production*  Occupiers  of  houses  served  by  spring  water  are  now 
protected  by  our  system  of  regular  sampling,  atmospheric  pollution  is 
receiving  attention  and  rodent  control  throughout  the  district  is  now 
on  a good  working  basis*  V/ith  the  arrival  of  the  nevir  refuse  vehicles 
the  work  of  the  Cleansing  Department  is  settling  down  to  a high  standard 
of  efficiency,  the  men  themselves  work  exceeding!:/  well  and  have  a grand 
spirit  and  sense  of  responsibility  to  the  job* 

I close  my  report  with  thanks  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  interest  he  has  shown  in  the  work  of  my  Department  throughout 
the  year  and  for  his  support  on  many  occasions*  The  co-operation  betv/een 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  other  officials  and  myself  has  been  happily 
pialntained*
